The crisis which culminated yes- 
terday in Imredi’s resignation was 
credited not only to the anti-Sem- 
itic measures which he had spon- 
sored, but also to proposed land re- 
form which in some measure would 
break up Hungary's large estates. 

One of Imredi's reasons for re- 
signing was discovery that one of 
his great-grandfathers was a Jew. 
He told his party followers that, 
having made the discovery, he 
considered himself handicapped 
for administration of the anti- 
Semitic laws which were to have 
been considered in parliament to- 
day. 

In a tired voice, the Premier said: 
“I held, and still hold, that legisla- 
tion for the regulation of Jewish 
participation in economic and cul- 
tural affairs of the country is a 
good thing for our fatherland.” 

He said a “whispering campaign” 
had led him to make a thorough 
study of his ancestry, which dis- 
closed the father of one of his 
grandmothers was born a Jew, but 
was — as a christian.

Hall, London 

Speaking before a distinguished 
audience, which included Lord 
Halifax, Britain’s foreign minister, 
Lord Athlone, and the Lord Mayor 
of London, Dr. Patijn said, “I be- 
lieve that if Grotius were here today 
he would join me in gratitude for 
moral rearmament. Grotius had a 
| firm belief in the possibility of a 
moral basis for relations between 
nations. He was aware that if con- 
fidence no longer exists in dealings 
between peoples, or between indi- 
viduals, the world would become a 
hell 

“This is the same spirit,” Dr. Pat- 
ijn said, “which inspired the state- 
ment in The Times by Lord Bald- 
win and sixteen others, and the per- 
sonal message recently issued by 
Her Majesty our Queen to the peo- 
ple of the Netherlands on moral re- 
armament, and which later inspir- 
ed a letter to The Times signed by 
Lord Athlone and six others in 
which they say, ‘we must teach our- 
selves to apply practically our 
conduct the Christian standards of 
honesty, purity, and love, and to 
make the fulfilment of the will of 


to 


God the touchstone of public and 
private life.’ 
“This sentence from Lord Ath- 


lone’s letter,” said Dr. Patijn, “might 


have been written by Grotius him- 
self, who may be said to have been 
the pioneer in introducing Christian 
ethics into international relation- 
ships.” 

“In our days we see the revival 
|; of the old theory that military 
strength is the only factor that 
counts international policy,” he 
said, “but fortunately there is now 


a moral and spiritual reactiou which 
has had a tid-wide response. 
There is a growing conviction that 
national betterment is conditioned 
by raising the standard of indi- 
viduals.”

FARM MACHINE 


Saskatchewan Legislative 
Group Probing Imple- 
ment Industry 


REGINA, Feb. 16—Interest 
rates and bad debts losses of 
machine companies, as brought 
out in evidence at the Federal 
farm machine companies prote in 
1937, were revived by the Saskat- 
chewan legislative committee in- 
vestigating the farm implement 
industry Wednesday. 


The Ottawa inquiry revealed that 
a farmer buying an eight foot bind- 
er on a half cash basis with the 
balance payable in 81 days late: 
paid 33.8 per cent interest on an 
annual basis. He first paid an ad-

Recollections, 
Political And Personal 


By HON. E. M. MACDONALD, P.C., KC, 


“To my former constituents of all political 
persuasions.” 

This simple phrase is more than this book's 
It forms a symbol of the spirit in which 
these graphic memoirs have been conceived. For 
more than three decades a leading figure in the 
councils of the Liberal party, Mr. Macdonald, a 
former lieutenant of Laurier and Ister an 
esteemed colleague in the cabinet of Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King, is no frivolous dabbler in 
politics. He has endured the thunder and the 
storm. When pelting invective broke upon the 
embattled benches of parliament he was ready 
in his place nor did he quail before the attack. 
On the hustings, too, he dealt out stout blows 
that many a Tory still remembers. He is a man 
of principles; he has fought for them, never 
faltered in his loyalty to them; and now, in the 
quiet twilight of a life whose more active days 
were consecrated to public service, he has en- 
shrined his reminiscences in a luminous and 
fluent narrative that overlaps all party barriers 
and will be welcomed by all who treasure an 
honest chronicle of these eventful times. 

Almost never does a word of passion, a phrase 
of winged rebuke at a battle-scarred opponent, 
break from his lips. The past has been allowed 
to bury its dead. The old battles now sound 
far-off and still, like echoes in a dream. Musing 
on them now, Mr. Macdonald wisely is content 
to dwell on the large principles which shape 
Canadian public life rather than upon the little 
grudges parliament engenders the moment it 
becomes forgetful of its dignity. The manner of 
this book, as well as its matter, may well be 
emulated by other elder statesmen. Mr, Mac- 
donald knows it is good to be frank but even 
better to be fair. 

Mr. Macdonald crowds his pages with mary 
vivid comments on the turbulent span of Can- 
ada’s national life stretching from 1896 to 1926. 
Not least in value or interest are the hitherto 
unpublished letters sent him by Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, whose intimate friend he was and whom 
the splendid chieftain always called, “My Dear 
Ned.” 

The chivalry and magnanimous courage of 
Laurier shine resplendent in every utterance. 
These letters show that even the sting of defeat, 


motto, 


the malice of opponents, the cruel mockery of , 


the Reciprocity campaign and the still more bit- 
ter passions of the 1917 election, did not avail to 
rob Laurier for a moment of the calm and 
charitable judgment with which he surveyed the 
course of Canadian development. 

Of the present prime minister, Mr. Macdonald 
speaks in terms of unmeasured and unfeigned 
admiration. He ranks Mr. King with Sir John 
A. Macdonaid and Laurier as forming amongst 
them a noble trinity of genius. -The patient 
sagacity, skilled resoluteness of purpose, 
matured after sober counsel, the abhorrence of 
all claptrap appeals to passion and prejudice, and 
exalted conception of public duty which Canada 
has come to know as characteristics of its pre- 
mier are all appropriately assessed and praised 
by Mr. Macdonald. In 1926 Mr. Macdonald was 
appointed minister of national defence and his 
close association with Mr. King in the cabinet 
only strengthened his admiration of the prime 


At the close of his narrative, Mr. Macdonald 

has sketched the portraits of a gallery of Brit- 
ish and American statesmen he has known and 
his book gains much piquancy from this graceful 
Ibum of clear biography. 
Canada is not rich in political memoirs. It 
should be grateful for Mr. Macdonald's and send 
the book, published by the Ryerson Press, 
through several editions.

Now that Barcelona has fallen, experts are 
busy seeking to learn the military lessons from 
that much-bombed city. No city has endured 
such intensive bombardment as did Barcelona 
with its million and a half inhabitants under the 
rain of high explosives from Italian and German 

air fleets. During the course 
LESSONS FROM of the war Barcelona was 
BARCELONA subjected to over 2,000 air 

raids. Even then its surrender 
was brought about, not by terror from the air, 
but by starvation, weight of numbers and in- 
ability to procure arms to meet those of the in- 
surgents. 

A year ago the slaughter in Barcelona was 
sickening because no adequate air raid precau- 
tions had been taken. After the technique of 
protection had been developed, it took half a 
ton of high explosive to kill each man, woman 
or child in the civilian population. Though 435 
high explosive bombs were dropped on the in- 
habitants between December 5 and December 10, 
only two persons were killed and ten injured. 
Two horses were killed and one motor-truck 
badly damaged. 

Herve is a lesson for London—and for our own 
Canadian cities at present unprotected against 
air raids. 


Trench digging of the kind that London en- 
gaged in during the Czech crisis proved futile. 
Barcelona found that such shelters became the 
tombs of those who took refuge therein. Barce- 
lona found safety in the construction of great 
tunnelled refuges—so numerous that no person 

in the down-town district 
TAKING TIME was ever more than 200 
BY THE FORELOCK yards distant from an en- 

trance. On the sounding of 
the air sirens, inhabitants flocked to these under- 
ground refuges. Some shelters were large enough 
to hold 7,000 people, fitted with drainage, elec- 
tric light and running water. 

In the open, structures of reinforced concrete, 
sand, gravel and packed earth, proved so re- 
sistant-to shock that when struck those sheltering 
within suffered nothing physically worse than 
temporary deafness. Months before the end, 
fully half of Barcelona’s inhabitants could find 
shelter in these underground warrens. 

Anti-aircraft guns, though inadequate in 
number and efficiency, managed to keep the air 
raiders at a height that accurate aim in bomb- 
ing was not possible. Thus, during the whole 
2,000 air raids made upon Barcelona with power- 
ful bombing fleets from Italy and Germany, 
neither the gas works nor the central electric 
station suffered more than minor injuries, Both 
were in complete working order when the city 
was surrendered to the Fascist insurgents. 

These shelters against air attack were made 
under the handicap of civil war conditions, food 
and material shortage. Now that the lesson of 
Barcelona is known, nothing need prevent any 
threatened city in the Empire from providing 
adequate air raid shelter for use in emergency. 
With underground shelters for civilians, and 
a aircraft batteries in readiness, attack from 
the air would be more dangerous to attackers 
than the attacked.

Editor, Bulletin: Since our ‘im | 
ernment has seen fit to inquire 
into the tobacco and radio tube 
businesses, presumably to save the 


consumers from extortion and 


despoilation. 

As it seems that there is still a 
little money in the treasury, I 
would like to suggest that one 
| more investigation is needed; one 

that effects every living soul, and 
even babies as yet unborn. I have 
reference to the staff of life, bread, 
and especially to the spread in 
prices between millers’ wheat and 
consumers’ bread. On February 6, 
1939, No 3 Northern wheat at head 
of lakes was 51 cents, less 16 cents;

cider. From my _ correspondence 
with my Canadian readers, I know 
that they are great apple eaters 
also, hence, some material on cider 
should be wolcome 

The pure fresh brand of apple 
cider is one of the finestof bever- 
ages, The nourishing part is quick- 
ly assimilated by the body, re- 
quiring almost no digestive effort 

Children instinctively enjoy 
cider and it is beneficial to them, 
and it would be a good idea f more 
children were given a glass of 
cider after school. Fresh cider is 
sweet enough to satisfy the child's 
desire for sweets, and a glassful 
or two a day will supply the sys- 
tem with valuable vitamins and 
minerals, and at the same time 
will probably help the child over- 
come constipation. 

I find I have very good resulth | 
from fasting patients on an ex- 
clusive diet of apple juice, with 
water. A glassful of the juice is 
taken every two hours while the 
patient is awake, and water used 
in between.
